C aught between the twin pressures 
of rising costs and gov ernm ent anti* 
inflation efforts, the nation's housing 
industry is suffering one of its most 
serious economic slum ps since World 
W ar II. 
Housing starts are off 35 per cent 
com pared to a year ago. and few in­ 
d ustry or gov ernm ent spokesm en are 
predicting any 
spectacular i m p l e ­ 
m ents before 1975. 
On the one hand, escalating labor, 
m aterials and land cost« hav e been 
increasing the cost of typical single-

home 
at

a month. On the other hand, gov ern­ 
ment efforts to slow the inflation rate 
hav e resulted in a scarcity of m ort­ 
gage money that has pushed interest 
rates as high as 1ft1* per cent. 
Both 
factors certainly dam pen the dem and 
for new housing. 
President Ford recently held a m eet­ 


ing 
with his top lev el economic ad ­ 
v isors to consider a range of 20 pro­ 
posals 
for 
resuscitating the housing 
industry. P ressure is building for some 
form of m assiv e federal aid that might 
include m ore home loan subsidies or 
credit rationing 
The gov ernm ent already has allo­ 
cated an additional $6.6 billion this 
year to subsidize and 
insure 
m o rt­ 
gages 
Other federal credit program s 
are m aking an additional $10.3 billion 
av ailable to encourage home building.
